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High Winds—Power Outages

Lewis County has a long history of sever windstorms having experienced 10 major storms since 1958, 5 of those in the past
decade. The most recent windstorm event that included one death and $2.7 million in preliminary damages occurred on Ha-
nukkah Eve, December 14, 2006. The storm with 40 MPH winds and gust up to 70 mph lasting 12 %2 hours. Every home in
Lewis County was without power for a least some time and 500 homes were still without power 6 days after the storm.
